Those with prejudiced viewpoints tend to read into 
the most innocent narratives that which confirms 
their own bias. Other information is discarded as 
irrelevant, overlooked or vigorously opposed. 
This explains why the Warren committee’s report 
on the assassination of President John F. Kennedy 
is so controversial. 
Despite an enormous attack on it by people in all 
walks of life the report stands unchallenged as 
a factual account. 
Those who have tried vainly to discredit it have 
advanced only their own theories. Many of them 
have enriched themselves by writing a book about 
them. Others still insist that a conspiracy existed 
to take the life of President Kennedy. They will not 
accept the report’s 
conclusion that Lee Harvey 
Oswald, a mentally disturbed man, acted alone. 
Many times in the history of the country simple 
answers about presidential candidates have been 
revealed to have been effective but wrong. Be­ 
ware of propaganda. 
But larger considerations are involved. 
This 
country is faced with many critical, 
complex, 
unyielding problems. They defy simple answers 
despite the best efforts of presidential candidates 
to make them appear as 
easy to grasp as the 
handle of a tea kettle on the kitchen stove. 
William L. Shirer 
in 4‘The Rise and Fall of 
the Third Reich” attributes the seizure of Ger­ 
many by the Nazis to conspiracy, treachery and 
subversion and the hunger of German people for 
simple answers. 
The 
Germans faced 
many grave, 
complex 
problems after 
their 
defeat 
in World War I. 
Adolph Hitler was aware of all of their hopes 
and aspirations and 
cleverly 
exploited them. 
He managed by political manipulation and terror 
to turn an election defeat into triumph by seizing 
the leadership of his country because he offered 
an alternative to Communism although an equal 
evil one. 
This country does not have to bear the burdens 
of postwar Germany fortunately but it has many 
citizens, who yearn for simple answers to com­ 
plex and complicated problems. 
The danger of accepting simple answers is illus­ 
trated by Germany and many other 
countries, 
who chose to cast 
away freedom for security. 
They have all lived to discover instead they 
enslaved themselves and became more insecure. 
It could happen here.

THE TRTAL OF ANDREW JOHNSON 
President Andrew Johnson was impeached 100 
years ago this month. The Senate failed to convict 
him by a one-vote margin. 
IT WAS A TRIAL, as Sen. John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts was to write nearly 90years later, 
“to rank with all the great trials in history — 
Charles I before the High Court of Justice, Louis 
XVI before the French Convention, and Warren 
Hastings before the House of Lords.” 
Andrew Johnson was the first and only Pres­ 
ident to face formal impeachment. On Feb. 25, 
1868, with public excitement high, Thaddeus 
Stevens, chairman of the Committee on Recon­ 
struction, and Rep. John A. Bingham appeared at 
the bar of the Senate and in the name of the House 
of Representatives impeached the President of 
high crimes and misdemeanors in office. 
Two 
earlier attempts by the Radical Republicans to 
bring impeachment proceedings against Johnson 
had failed. 
This time the alleged offense grew out of the 
Tenure of Occupancy Act, passed over Johnson’s 
veto on March 2, 1867. This forbade the Presi­ 
dent to remove without the consent of the Senate 
an office holder appointed by and with the advice 
of the Senate. Cabinet officers were specifically 
included under an equivocal privos. 
JOHNSON twice tried to suspend Secretary of 
War Edwin M. Stanton, an informer and adviser 
to the Radical Republicans. 
The first time, he 
appointed Gen. U.S. Grant secretary ad interim. 
The Senate blocked Johnson on both occasions 
and the House Republicans, for their part, im­ 
peached the President. 
Chief Justice Chase appeared in the Senate on 
March 5, 1868, and the chamber was organized 
as “a court of impeachment for the trial of the 
President of the United States.” The trial actu­ 
ally began in the crowded Senate, with galleries 
packed, on March 13. 
It ran through May 16. 
There were 11 articles of impeachment. 
The 
last was a catchall vaguely worded by Thad Stev­ 
ens so as to make voting to convict easier for 
straddlers. 
The vote on it on May 16 was 35 to 
19, one short of the number necessary for con­ 
viction. 
The vote was the^same on the second 
and third articles on May 26. Seven Republican 
Senators had voted with the Democrats and the 
President stood acquitted. 
The other articles 
were not pressed. 
THE RESULT of the celebrated trial was, in 


the words of Ernest Sutherland Bates, “ merely 
an escape from dire defeat for Johnson, not at all 
a victory for him and his policies.” As he retired 
from the White House, Johnson issued a vale­ 
dictory address, March 3, 1869, violently rebuk­ 
ing Congress. 
Johnson later — on March 5,1875 — triumphant­ 
ly returned to his old seat in the Senate. He 
lived only long enough to defy his old opponents 
in a fiery speech severely attacking his succes­ 
sor, Gen. Grant. 
Johnson was, in the words of one historian, “a 
demagogue, corase, honest, and courageous.” 
His great trial provided the land with a valuable 
precedent. While the threat to impeach the Pres­ 
ident is often heard in time of political turmoil, 
impeachment has lost its usefulness as a political 
weapon. 
Apart from the Johnson proceedings, 
impeachment actions have been brought against 
nine federal judges, four of whom were convicted, 
and one Cabinet member.

In this presidential election year are four words 
of caution that appear to be particularly pertin­ 
ent: 
Beware of simple answers. 
People who read often come up with different con­ 
clusions from the same set of facts. The reason 
for this is that the truth for them is only what they 
see. 
Few read objectively. Few see the whole picture. 
Those with prejudiced viewpoints tend to read into 
the most innocent narratives that which confirms 
their own bias. Other information is discarded as 
irrelevant, overlooked or vigorously opposed. 
This explains why the Warren committee’s report 
on the assassination of President John F. Kennedy 
is so controversial. 
Despite an enormous attack on it by people in all 
walks of life the report stands unchallenged as 
a factual account. 
Those who have tried vainly to discredit it have 
advanced only their own theories. Many of them 
have enriched them selves by writing a book about 
them. Others still insist that a conspiracy existed 
to take the life of President Kennedy. They will not 
accept the report’s 
conclusion that Lee Harvey 
Oswald, a mentally disturbed man, acted alone. 
Many tim es in the history of the country simple 
answers about presidential candidates have been 
revealed to have been effective but wrong. Be­ 
ware of propaganda. 
But larger considerations are involved. 
This 
country is faced with many critical, 
complex, 
unyielding problems. They defy simple answers 
despite the best efforts of presidential candidates 
to make them appear as 
easy to grasp as the 
handle of a tea kettle on the kitchen stove. 
William L. Shirer 
in “ The Rise and Fall of 
the Third Reich” attributes the seizure of Ger­ 
many by the Nazis to conspiracy, treachery and 
subversion and the hunger of German people for 
simple answers. 
The 
Germans faced 
many grave, 
complex 
problems after 
their 
defeat 
in World War I. 
Adolph Hitler was aware of all of their hopes 
and aspirations and 
cleverly 
exploited them. 
He managed by political manipulation and terror 
to turn an election defeat into triumph by seizing 
the leadership of his country because he offered 
an alternative to Communism although an equal 
evil one. 
This country does not have to bear the burdens 
of postwar Germany fortunately but it has many 
citizens, who yearn for simple answers to com­ 
plex and complicated problems. 
The danger of accepting simple answers is illus­ 
trated by Germany and many other 
countries, 
who chose to cast 
away freedom for security. 
They have all lived to discover instead 
they 
enslaved them selves and became more insecure. 
It could happen here.

THE TRIAL OF ANDREW JOHNSON 
President Andrew Johnson was impeached IOO 
years ago this month. The Senate failed to convict 
him by a one-vote margin. 
IT WAS A TRIAL, as Sen. John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts was to write nearly 90years later, 
“ to rank with all the great trials in history — 
Charles I before the High Court of Justice, Louis 
XVI before the French Convention, and Warren 
Hastings before the House of Lords.” 
Andrew Johnson was the first and only P res­ 
ident to face formal impeachment. On Feb. 25, 
1868, with public excitement high, Thaddeus 
Stevens, chairman of the Committee on Recon­ 
struction, and Rep. John A. Bingham appeared at 
the bar of the Senate and in the name of the House 
of Representatives impeached the President of 
high crim es and misdemeanors in office. 
Two 
earlier attempts by the Radical Republicans to 
bring impeachment proceedings against Johnson 
had failed. 
This time the alleged offense grew out of the 
Tenure of Occupancy Act, passed over Johnson’s 
veto on .March 2, 1867. This forbade the P resi­ 
dent to remove without the consent of the Senate 
an office holder appointed by and with the advice 
of the Senate. Cabinet officers were specifically 
included under an equivocal privos. 
JOHNSON twice tried to suspend Secretary of 
War Edwin M. Stanton, an informer and adviser 
to the Radical Republicans. 
The first time, he 
appointed Gen. U.S. Grant secretary ad interim. 
The Senate blocked Johnson on both occasions 
and the House Republicans, for their part, im­ 
peached the President. 
Chief Justice Chase appeared in the Senate on 
March 5, 1868, and the chamber was organized 
as “ a court of impeachment for the trial of the 
President of the United States.” The trial actu­ 
ally began in the crowded Senate, with galleries 
packed, on March 13. 
It ran through May 16. 
There were l l articles of impeachment. 
The 
last was a catchall vaguely worded by Thad Stev­ 
ens so as to make voting to convict easier for 
straddlers. 
The vote on it on May 16 was 35 to 
19, one short of the number necessary for con­ 
viction. 
The vote was the-s^jne on the second 
and third articles on May 26. Seven Republican 
Senators had voted with the Democrats and the 
President stood acquitted. 
The other articles 
were not pressed. 
THE RESULT of the celebrated trial was, in 


the words of Ernest Sutherland Bates, “ merely 
an escape from dire defeat for Johnson, not at all 
a victory for him and his policies.” As he retired 
from the White House, Johnson issued a vale­ 
dictory address, March 3, 1869, violently rebuk­ 
ing Congress. 
Johnson later — on March 5, 1875 — triumphant­ 
ly returned to his old seat in the Senate. He 
lived only long enough to defy his old opponents 
in a fiery speech severely attacking his succes­ 
sor, Gen. Grant. 
Johnson was, in the words of one historian, “ a 
demagogue, corase, honest, and courageous.” 
His great trial provided the land with a valuable 
precedent. While the threat to impeach the Pres­ 
ident is often heard in time of political turmoil, 
impeachment has lost its usefulness as a political 
weapon. 
Apart from the Johnson proceedings, 
impeachment actions have been brought against 
nine federal judges, four of whom were convicted, 
and one Cabinet member.

Ealing Habits Have Changed Since 
‘Butch’ Seyer Began Stuffing Sausages 


By BARBARA LACY 
What would your mother have 
fixed for dinner tonight? Baked 
steak, boiled beef, chicken anc 
dumplings? 
Now, what are you serving for 
dinner tonight? The first char­ 
coal-broiled steak of the season, 
fried chicken or a T.V. dinner? 
If you are young at heart or Just 
young, you will probably not be 
serving the same meals your 
mother did. And if she is keep­ 
ing up with the times, she's not 
cooking the old way elttier. 
Eating habits have changed since 
Bernard "Butch" Seyer, owner 
of 
Walker's 
grocery store, 
started stuffing sausages and 
carving beef sides. The methods 
he uses and the price have also 
changed. 
"When I went to work for 
Blerchwal Meat Market In Cape 
Girardeau In 1935, hamburger 
was selling for three pounds for 
25 cents,” he said. "Porkshoul­ 
der was 6 cents a pound, calf 
liver was 29 cents per pound, and 
we were grinding beef tenderloin 
Into hamburger. It sells for $3 
per pound now. We killed our own 
meat, cooked our own hams, made 
our own sausage and frankfurt­ 
ers. 
That Included brain sau­ 
sage, head cheese, pork sausage, 
(stuffed and loose), blood pudding, 
liver sausage, brockwurst, and 
summer 
sausage. 
We 
also 
dressed our own chickens. 
"By 1940 things were changing. 
1 was working at Walker's here In 
Slkeston, then. 
We could get 
chickens already dressed so we 
stopped doing It ourselves. We 
sold them whole however. Now, 
nine out of ten chickens are sold 
cut up. 
"We used to go to the packing 
house and select our meat. R 
would be delivered the next day. 
At that time, we had three names 
for the cuts of meat on the front 
leg of a side of beef; now there 
are six. 
We used to put a hind 
quarter of beef up on the block 
and just start cutting. We had four 
main cuts: rump roasts, shoulder 
roasts, round steak, and t-bone

Frenchman 
Pens Book 
OnHitchcock 
HOLLYWOOD (AP>- Rare In­ 
sight Into the mind of a crea­ 
tive film maker Is offered In a 
nee book, 
“Hitchcock,” 
by 
Francois Truffaut. 
It took a Frenchman to define 
the impressive stature of Alfred 
Hitchcock, who for more than 40 
years has been making films In 
England and America. He is 
virtually the author of the sus­ 
pense genre, yet he has never 
received an Academy Award for 
direction, although his “Rebec­ 
ca* nas selected the best picture 
of 1940. 
Truffaut, director of “Jules 
and Jim’* and “The 400 Blows” 
and a former film critic, has 
long been an admirer of the 
Hitchcock art. He came to Hol­ 
lywood for extensive Interviews 
with his idol, and the results of 
their talks have been published 
by Simon and Schuster In a 
handsomely Illustrated $10 vol. 
time. 
The ease of their conversation 
is remarkable, considering the 
fact that their remarks had to 
be interpreted- neither speaks 
the 
other’s 
language 
with 
enough fluency. But there was a 
meeting of their two minds that 
transcended any language bar­ 
rier. Truffaut had done his 
homework well; he seemed to 
be familiar with every scene 
Hitchcock ever directed. 
The pair devoted much dis­ 
cussion to “The Birds,** which 
failed to achieve hit status in 
theaters but created a sensation 
in its recent television appear­ 
ance.

Either Can Draw on 
Joint Bank Account
